They cheer- 
d to the echo the declaration that the 
ld national policy of the politician 
had ‘made Canada pot-bellied,” and 
pplauded vigorously the challenge 
ued to the Canadian Manufacturers’ 
ssociation to “join with us in asking 
‘or a commission to investigate the 
yhole matter of profits of the manu- 


lacturers and to make public the 
indings.”

esirable to avoid crowding; but there 
as a sharp divergence of opinion as 
b how to best prevent crowding, due 
ainly to the fact that conditions may 
e different in different communities, 
nd therefore that preventive meas- 
res that may produce good results in 
ne community may produce the re- 
erse in the other. To illustrate, Dr. 
opeland, head fo the health depart- 
ent of New York City, was clearly 
nd apparently quite justifiably of the 
pinion that the keeping open of all 
ublic schools was of great benefit in 
ew York. He stated and argued that 
e had to consider one million school 
uildren, that the school buildings in

Something Different Wanted 


“Reconstruction will not be real 
unless we are to have something that 
is different from what we had before 
the war," declared Norman Lambert, 
secretary of the Council of Agriculture, 
in addressing the United Farmers’ 
congress today. 

The new national policy for Canada, 
as the platform of the Canadian Coun- 
cil of Agriculture is named, formed 
the basis for Mr. Lambert's remarks. 
He said that the policy advocated re- 
duction of the cost of living and pro- 
duction. 
was needed, and it was claimed that 
at the present time the tariff added a 
big item to the overhead expense of 
the agriculture interests. 

Direct taxation as opposed to in- 
direct taxation was strongly advocated 
by Mr. Lambert. The charge had been 
made that the farmers wanted to 
evade this tax but they were willing 
that there should be a tax on land 
values as well as on incomes and busi- 
ness profits.

Missouri Medico Protests 

He was followed by a typical med- 
ico from Missouri of a more logical 
turn of mind than he. He immediate- 
ly wanted to know why New York 
should prescribe for rural Missouri, 
where the average school was not in- 
spected and was not very sanitary, 
whereas the homes, unlike New 
York's tenement houses, were sani- 
tary. In short, why couldn't New 
York mind its own business and run 
its own show according to its own 
facts and conditions? Missouri 
comment to take care of itself, Aan 
its people didn't 
straight jacket made for New Yorkers 
that would not fit the people of Mis- 
sourl, In fine, Missouri was willing 
to cut its garments from the same 
preventive cloth—to take its supply 
from the same prophylactic fleld—but 
it very seriously declined to use New 
York patterns in so doing. 

It can readily be seen that no gen- 
eral conclusions could be or were ar- 
rived at by the convention as to the 
éxact details of preventive measures 
that should be adopted. Unfortunate- 
ly, no general or specific conclusion 
was arrived at as to medicinal pre- 
ventives or cures, Dr. Rozenow’s 
paper was in this respect the most re- 
assuring. Dr. Rozenow, Mayo Broth- 
ers’ bacteriologist, had prepared a 
“mixed vaccine.” He recommended 
to the Provincial Board of Alberta the 
preparation for such vaccine to be pre- 
pared from different strains. His ad- 
vice was followed and this mixed vac- 
cine, as it was roughly referred to at 
the convention, was sent out in Al- 
berta. He got results as best he could 
from several cities in different states 
that had used what he sent out. His 
deduction was that where used the 
cases of illness and fatalities were as 
one to ten as compared with cities 
where such vaccine was not used. 


Not Suffictently Controlled 

The obvious criticism as to such de- 
duction Is that the test was not and 
could not be sufficiently controlled, 
and, therefore, that the result was in- 
dicative rather than conclusive. Other 
more controllable tests were made 
under personal supervision by army 
and navy authorities where there were 
well defined units of men, and where 
greater certainty and mathematical 
accuracy could and should be obtain- 
ed. The figures are not yet worked 
out, but the committee in charge 
promise the result to the public later. 

Really one got just about as much 
information from one hour's attend- 
ance at a meeting of the Academy of 
Medicine at Edmonton early in the 
fight as one obtained at a three-day 
session of the medical and health au- 
thorities of the continent. 

Each three-session day naturally 
became more or less an experience 
meeting, where federal, state and civic 


health authorities detailed the pre- 
ventive measures used in their rg- 
spective localities, In no other 


stretch of the continent did the peo- 
ple appear to have formed as com- 
plete and effective a visiting system, 
especially in the rural parts, or to 
have adopted as effective methods of 
economizing the time of the physician 
and the nurse, as prevailed in’ the 
greater part of the province of Al- 
berta. 


In certain states ,as in Alberta, an 
attempt was made to declare all nurses 
public nurses. In Alberta a small re- 
tainer was offered and paid to each 
nurse who ‘luntarily placed her 
list. A goodly 
number responded and therefore were 
ready to obey the call, and did imme- 
diately obey the call of the public 
health department. 

Conscription of Medical Aid 

The partial success of what was re- 
ally an attempt to conscript the ser- 
vices of all nurses for the public 
raises a point that may be put in the 
form of the following question: When 
any plague becomes general in the 
province, or a portion thereof, why 
should not the law be changed so that 
when the proper health authority de- 
clared that any disease in the prov- 
ince, or a portion thereof, as the case 
may be, had become epidemic or pan- 
demic, that this declaration should 
ipso facto withdraw every physician 
and nurse in the prescribed area from 
private practice and place their serv- 
ices at the disposal of the public, 
when and where the proper health of- 
ficials should advise, the services of 
all such physicians and purses to be 
be paid in lucky measure out of the 
public chests dealing with such area,

44 NEW CASES 
’FLU AT CALGARY 


Barbers, Dentists and Persons 
Handling Food Ordered to 
Wear Masks 


CALGARY, Dec. 18—There were 44 
new cases of influenza reported today. 
Five of these were from out of town. 
It is estimated there are 200 cases in 
the various hospitals under the city 
board and many that are not reported. 
One death at the hospital was record- 
ed. The foreign population which 
suffered in the last epidemic is not 
much affected this time but many of 
the well-to-do people who can afford 
to have nurses in their homes are 
affected. This makes less cases for 
the hospitals and a greater demand 
for nurses, 

The board of health has ruled that 
barbers, dentists and those handling 
food are required to wear masks and 
dances are limited to two hours, the 
dancers are to be a yard apart when 
they dance. Sunday schools are to be 

| closed but churches remain open. 

Children under 15 are to be kept out 
of stores employing 30 clerks or more, 
An educational campaign will be car- 
ried on through the medium of the 
theatres for safeguarding health. 
Pool rooms and billiard rooms are to 
be fumigated twice a day.

For the moment soldiers in England 
have the preferential chance of get- 
ting home, but it is hoped this will be 
equalized later by the establishment 
of a concentration camp in France 
and direct transport from France to 
Canada. The Canadian corps at the 
front will be demobilized by units 
which will enable Canadian commit- 
tees to extend welcome to their home 
battalions. Plans are now being work- 
ed out to enable this to be done with- 
out undue delay. One objection to 
this source will be met by interchanges 
between battalions by which all sol- 
diers from a given area will be col- 
lected in the battalions identified with 
that territory. Thus, all infantrymen 
from Toronto will be assembled from 
the whole army in Toronto battalions, 
Thre will be ample time to work this 
out. Officers from the front say that 
the expectation of the corps is that 
demobilization scheme includes the 
provision that the special industrial 
requiremnents of each dispersal area 
shall be a modifying factor. 

The overseas ministry is deluged 
with requests for the return of in- 
dividuals or soldiers of a particular 
class, such as miners, railwaymen, etc 
So far as this can be done without 
slowing up the demobilization ministry 
these requests will be met, but the 
prime requisite at the moment is that 
full advantage be taken of the ship- 
ping capacity at the disposal of the 
overseas ministry during the next two 
or three months. Some of the re- 
quests by their business associates for 
the immediate return of men of apec- 
jal qualifications could only be com- 
plied with at the cost of throwing the 
organization here and in France into 
confusion. Many of the pivotal men 
in the army ijself and in administra- 
tive work are business and profession- 
al men for whom their work in Can- 
ada is calling, but they cannot be 
released until this immensely complex 
task of demobilization ig further ad- 
vanced,

PARIS, Dec. 18—The American 


delegates to the peace conference have 


resolved to advocate the sinking of 
the surrendered warships and resist 
any proposition to distribute them on 
the basis\of naval losses. This an- 
nouncement is made by those in close 
touch with American representatives, 
who, it Is added, feel that such a po- 
sition would result in avoiding conten- 
tion and materially support President 
Wilson's declaration that the war 
was not based on aggression or the ac- 
quisition of property. 

England, through Sir Eric Geddes, 
first lord of the admiralty, had pre- 
viously acqtiesced in the American 
plan to destroy the captured or sur- 
rendered warships, and, it is declared, 
will continue to support the United 
States, although it is said some of the 
lesser naval powers will demand that 
the prizes be distributed 

Naval stations will be maintained 
for at least a year at Prest, Gibraltar 
and in the Azores, to render aid to 
American merchant ships The con- 
sent of France, England and Portu- 
gal has already been secured 

The other naval establishments in 
Europe are being evacuated as rapidly 
as possible and progress in this was 
still advancing

Ontario Government Urges Strikers to Resume Pending Invest: 


tion 


by High Court Judge, But Men Insist on Recognition of Union 
by Police Commissioners Before Taking any Step Toward Con- 


ciliation 


TORONTO, Dec. 18.—At midnight 
tonight the police strike was still on, 
with the prospects of an early settle- 
ment somewhat remote, The strikers 
at that hour insisted on the recogni- 
tion of their union by the police com- 
missioners, and the retention of their 
charter of affiliation with the Domin- 
jon Trades and Labor Congress, and 
they intimated that unless the com- 
missioners consented to accept this 
sithation there would be no peace 
parley with the commissioners, In the 
meantime the city of Toronto is get- 
ting along with such protection as can 
be given by about 150 police, most of 
whom are on duty manning the police 


stations, and a number of mibiitary 
police. Up to midnight there had 
been no overt act reported, so the 


girike had the appearance of being a 
very tame affair. Hon. I. B, Lucas, 
Attorney General 6?

Spirit the Greatest Need of 
Canada, Says Prof. Osborne 


Can Only Be Found by Solidarity of Aim and Effort Achieved 
Through Education and the Application of the Principles of 
Practical Christianity—Address to Canadian Club 


Prof. W. P. Osborne, of Winnipeg, 
| is in Edmonton representing an or- 
ganization of Winnipeg citizens whose 
chairman is the leutenant-governor 
of the province, and which is engaged 
in an attempt to rouse public interest 
throughout the country In the idea of 
calling a national conference to con- 
sider the influence and 
Canadian education on the character 
of our citizenship, was the guest of 


the Canadian Club at its luncheon at) 


The Macdonald Wednesday afternoon. 

Such a conference was required, 
valid Prof. Osborne, in the course of 
his address, before a final decision was 
reached on the many plans of recon- 
struction that are before the people 
today. These are well enough in their 
place, but the danger is that they 
may be only temporary expedients, 

The proposal he had to present to 
the people of Edmonton was one 
which, if carried out, might powerful- 
ly affect the spirit and temper of the 
people of Canada and in that 
would be very much more important 
than any plans for material recon- 
struction. 

Canada Has Been Siow 


Canada has been rather slow in its 
national development. In view of the 
length of time we have been at the 
business of nation building we cannot 
congratulate ourselves very highly in 
respect to the size of our population 
In particular we have hot developed 
to any extent a sentiment of unified 
co-operative national effort. 

Take, for instance, the Khaki 
; University, wheih was established for 
| the soldiers at the front. Surely such 
| an enterprise should have been financ- 
ed by the nation for which those sol- 
diers were fighting, instead of by a 
semi-private institution. 

It is the same with technical educa- 
tion, also with the way Canada uses 
its natural resources. We lag behind 
| in their development because the na- 
| tlon, as a whole, has not learned the 
| secret of applying scientific skill to 
| the development of these resources 
Many of our institutions—-the Y. M. C, 
A., for instance—derive much of thelr 
direction and materials from Wash- 
ington instead of from Ottawa, Ot- 
tawa should be the capital of Canada 
in fact, as well as in name, It should 
be more than a mere political capital, 
It should be the literary and intellect- 
ual capital as well. 


Controversial Questions 


There are many reasons why the 
slow development of our corporate na- 
tional feeling may be given. The 
sharpness of controversial questions 
concerning education, due to the fact 
that we have in Quebec a province al- 
most wholly French in its population. 
| We have handled the French question 
very badly. There ie blame, probably, 
on both sides. 

Another cause for our slow develop- 
{ment in the matter of education is 
‘that there is no national control of 
{the schools, These are all in the 
hands of the provincial authorities, 
| Provincial control is an accomplish- 
ed fact and must remain so But it 
is all the more imperative that the 
schools of Canada shall be animated 
to a national spirit and atmosphere 
and that we develop our sense of a 


bearing of | 


way | 


{of master or dictate the 


harmonious national mentality to be 
worked out in the schools, 

We have suffered a drain of many 
of our best sons to the United States. 
That drain would not have occurred 
if Canada had developed an “esprit 
| du corps,” which would have compens 
sated them for any material disad- 
vantage they thought they suffered by 
remaining in Canada. 

Need of Solidarity 

There is a great need in Canada for 
national solidarity of feeling. There 
is the schism which has developed be- 
tween the French and English which

WILSON’S MIND

phasize his feeling that the plan of a 
league of nations will strengthen the 
empire 

In all his conferences the president 
| has taken opportunity to impress his 
view, it is said, by those who are au- 
thorized to speak for him that no one 
nation is entitled to assume the role 
manner or 
the conditions of the representations 
of the others, There is some indica- 
tion that considerable headway ts be- 
ing made in this direction and that 
the members of the American mission 
are now seeing thelr way clearly. All

EDDIE WALLACE BEATS FLEMING 
FIGHT ALMOST LEADS TO RIOT 


MONTREAL, Dec, 18—In a ten- 
round bout at Sohmer Park tonight 


| that threatened to terminate in a riot, 


Eddie Wallace, of Brooklyn, defeated 
Frankie Fleming, Canadian feather- 
weight champion, in a decisive man- 
ner, There is always some unfortun- 
ate circumstances attached to a 
Wallace-Fleming bout and tonight's 
was no exception. In the early stages 
Fieming was warned two or three 
times for striking low and the climax 
Was reached at the conclusion of the 
ninth round, 


Unwilling to accept hie apparent 
defeat, Fleming struck Wallace as he 
walked to his corner after the gong 
sounded for the finish of the round. 
Wallace turned and went after Flem- 
ing. The pair clinched and regardless 
of any rules of boxing swung at one 
another, several of the blows being 
low. This action served as a signal 
for the supporters of both fighters to 
mix it up and those seated on the stage 
close to the ring, jumped to their feet 
and crowded to the ropes, edging the 
fighters on in the free-for-all, while 
some of those in the orchestra chairs 
started to climb on the stage. While 
the crowd closed in on the contestants 


the referee, agsisted by several of the 
cooler headed men in the crowd, 
separated the fighters but were unable 
to drive the crowd back from the 
Tropes so that the tenth round was 
visible only to a few of the record 
attendants. 

Determined to ger even with Flem- 
ing for his foul blow, Wallace showed 
a tendency throughout the tenth round 
to mix it up and as the gong sounded 
for time, committed the same foul as 
that of Fleming. He struck Fleming 
as he turned to get out of the ring and 
a riot was narrowly averted. The 
fighters were finally separated and 
taken to their rooms, both being hissed 
and cheered in turn, 


The fight was one of the greatest 
surprises ever seen in a local ring and 
for the first time In the history of 
Montreal, Frankie Fleming was given 
a trimming. He lacked the punch 
and snap that have won honors for 
him on so many occasions.

It was unanimously voted to be one 
of the best meetings that had ever 
been held by the association, both in 
point of attendance and also of in- 
terest in the affairs of the association. 
The managers report for the year 
was presented and aleo the financial 
statement as submitted by the audi- 
tors. Other matters to come before 
the meeting were the changing of the 
constitution to curtall the voting by 
proxies at the annual meeting, as it 
was generally felt by the members 
present that this was a privilege that 
could be easily abused. 

Notice of motion was given that the 
constitution be ao amended and that @ 
@pecial meeting be held to-discuss this 
matter next November, and thus the 
question could be finally decided at 
the next annual meeting, which ig to 
be held December 17 of next year. 

Conelderable feeling was expressed 
over the oondition that now exiets, 
whereby several of the shares of the 
association are owned by people who 
have moved anay and are no further 
imterested in its affairs, or, in some 
Cases, by the estates of members who 
have passed away. Last year, the 
manager explained, they had tried to 
get in touch with al these ipactive | 
members and in about eight instances 
had been able to obtain the shares and 
Place them with live business men or 
farmers of the vicinity. From many 
they had not had any reply and in a 
few cases the letters were returned aps 
not having reached their destination. 

In order to get the matter quickly 
underway, a committee was appointed 
consisting of Dave Wileon, J. G. Me- 
Dermid and Jos, Driacoll, to canvass 
these inactive menibers and eee if they 
wish to hola their shares or would be 
willing to diapose of them. It was 
Plainly stated that there were many 
business men and farmere who were 
interested in the association and would 
be glad to have the shares if such 
could be furnished. 

Profit Pot At $7,533 

The auditor's report showed that 
there had been a profit of $7,583 on 
this year’s operations. The net rev- 
enue surplus was $25,808.20. 

The Spring Show broke about even 
in the way of finances, the exhibitipn 
being about $50 to the good on this 
enterprise, the expenses be’ $15,826. 
Receipts et the Summer hibition 
wore $76,606.66, as againet $53,838.69 
on the expenwe #ide, leaving a bajance 
of $22,767.97. Administration ex- 
penses were $15,490. 

Manager Stark announeed in the 
course of his remarks that the Do- 
minion government was going to give 
the same support to the fairs this 
year as last, and that would mean 
thet according to the prize money 
given last year, the grant this year 
would come to over $4,400 for the 
spring show. It was probable, he 
thought, that betting would come 
back this year. It had been cut out 
during the wer ani for «ix months 
after peace was declared, and there 
might be some technicality as to 
when that term began. However, 
they were not worrying at all about 
that, as they had had good races last 
yoar, when there was no betting. 

President J. R. McIntosh spoke of 
the progress made by the Exhibition 
Aesociation during the years of the 
war and gave figuree showing the 
immense increase in revenue during 
these five years. He considered that 
the livestock entries compared most 
favorably with the Toronto exhibition, 
which he had attended this past year. 
He thanked the @hareholders for the 
co-operation they had given him dur- 
ing his year in the president's chair. 

J. A. McDougall was warmiy wel- 
comed as a member of the board. He 
was called on for a epeech and told 
of the growth of the exhibition dur- 
ing the paet thirty-five years, during 
which time he had attended practical- 
ly all the fairs given by the aesocia- 
tion. He knew of only one fair in 
the Dominion that now took prece- 
dence, and that was Toronto. 

Claims Edmonton First 

W. R. West, former president of the 
association, took objection to the state- 
ment of Mr. MoDougall that Toronto 
was a greater fair; it was Not, Bd- 
monton was first. 

R. B. Hunter eaid he was intereet- 
ed in the Edmonton exhibition in a 
two-fold way. Livestock was his hob- 
by, and his position in his firm made 
him interested from a business stand- 
point. He had jujet returned from the 
Chicago livestock show and he did 
not think they “had anything on” Ed- 
monton in the manner of conducting 
their horse show. In fact, he thought 
that in point of management and va- 
riety of program Edmonton had them 
beaten. He believed that Edmonton 
was destined to be the livestock oen- 
tre of Canada. 

A. B, Campbell stated that he knew 
that it wae due solely to the Influ- 
ence of the exhibition that many of 
the men of this community had gone 
into purebred stock. Other gentlemen 
to voice their appreciation of the ex- 
hibition and its various activities were 
D. W. Warner, George Ball, J. G. Me- 
Dermid, J. C. Sherry, J. H. Gariepy,

The following is Manager 
report for the year: 


Manager's Report 

Gentlemen—Our fiscal year ended 
On the 3ist of October, 1918, and the 
armistice which brought to an end the 
Great worki war was signed on No- 
vember 11th. We, therefore, feel that 
while this report is intended to cover 
the operations for the year 1918, we 
should alao briefly touch upon the 
aificulties under which this associa- 
tion has operated for the period of the 
war—which was declared just a few 
daye previous to the ening of out 
1914 exhibition, and which has now 
ended with our fiscal year of 1918. 

This period of war has beon, for the 
Edmonton Exhibition Association, a 
succession of new conditions to be 
met and new problems to be solved. 
In 1914 our buildings were turned 
over to the Dopartment of Militia, for 
the accommodation of soldiers, and a 
number of our barns are still in the 
possession of the Military. Temporary 
accommodation was provided, and we 
have at all times been able to reason- 
ably meet the requirements of our 
exhibitors, notwithstanding the fact 
that the number of our live stoek ex- 
hibits has steadily increased, 

Knowing that Northern Alberta, 
being particularly adapted for the 
Ttaising of livestock, presented a vast 
field of undeveloped possibilities, the 
directors early realized the value of 
the different events conducted by our 
association in assisting in the Greater 
Production campaigns which helped 
to win the war. They aleo had suf- 
ficient vision to foresee that after the 
war, the country which possessed the 
most and best live stock, would be 
the most prosperous for many years. 

They therefore bent every energy 
pg the development of various 
phases of the agricultural industry, 
with ite twofold opportunities—first, 
the privilege and duty of producing 
food for our soldiers and allies; sec- 
ondly, bringing Abberta to the fore- 
front as a country of vast fertile fields 
only awaiting the coming of settlers 
in sufficient numbers to make this 
Province one of the great sources of 
supply for the markets of the world. 

We know how successful we have 
been in the first instance, as evidenced 
by the following statistics showing the 
‘ae in live stock from 1914 to 
1918:

How success will reward our efforts 
in the matter of bringing after-the- 
war eettiers to Alberta yet remains to 
be seen; we are informed through 
the press, that already 27,000 soldiers 
have expresged their desire to take up 
farms in this province. What this 
means to the province and to the city 
of Edmonton is something which only 
the coming years can unfold. 


Events of 1918 


On April 2-7 the Exhibition associa- 
tion conducted the annual Edmonton 
Spring Show. The most attractive 
feature on the program, and one 
which attracted widespread attention, 
was the calf-feeding competition, in 
which 61 boys and girls over nine 
and under 17 years of age personally 
exhibited in the show ring the calves 
which they had been feeding and car- 
ing for eince January 21. Photographs 
of this event have appeared in the 
leading journals in Eastern Canada 
and the United States, accompanied 
by the remark that this was the big- 
Gest event of the kind ever conducted 
on the continem 

In connection with the Spring Live 
Btock Show, we also conducted the 
annual bull sale, and this year, for the 
first thine, an auction eale of horses 
at which we were @uccessful in secur- 
ing the highest price ever paid for a 
horse at an auction sale in the prov- 
ince of Alberta, if not in Western 
Canada. 

The Summer Exhibition, July 8 to 
18, was @ most encouraging event, 
both from the standpoint of finances, 
and for the yearly increasing visitors 
from outside pointe. 

A number of new features this year 


included ea splendid Health Exhibit put’ 


on by the Provincial Government, and 
an exhibit of the work of returned 
e@oldiers, which was a revelation to 
visttora, The livestock exhibits, of 
course, occupied the position of first 
importance and seldom hag it been 
our privilege to witness a@ finer exhibit 
than was gathered together at Ed- 
monton this summer. 

As evidence of the increasing im- 
portance of Edmonton's exhibition to 
manufacturers of farm machinery and 
equipment, it ia interesting to note 
that in 1918 the number of these ex- 
hibitea was increaged over three hun- 
dred per cent. In fact, it was an 
exceedingly dificult task to provide 
space to meet the requirements of 
the exhibitors, 

The baby check room which was 
inaugurated last year, and for which 
increased accommodation was pro- 
vided this year, proved a welcome 
boon to tired mothers, as evidenced 
by the fact that between elght and 
nine hundred babies were cared for 
in the building and enclosure during 
the week, this number being attended 
to by the St. John Ambulance Agsocia- 
tion Overseas Brigade, who had charge 
of the department. On Citizen's Day, 


the number of babies in the enclosure | 


at one time was over two hundred. 
Needless tu say, the accommodation 
was inadequate, and we are glad to 
report the this department has met 
with euch favor at the hands of the 
public that next year the entire hos- 
pital should be devoted to nursing 
mothers, and the present room fitted 
up for sleeping babies. 

This would require the providing of 
another building for the emergency 
hospital—-which thie year handled 
many cases, from dislocated collar 
bones to broken wriste and ies.

Oase Again A. F. Carrothers Now 
Proceeding Before Justice 
Walsh 


The case against A. F. Carrothers, 
charged with securing money under 
false pretenses from the Edmonton 
branch of the Union Bank of Canada, 
opened in the Supreme Criminal court 

ednesday morning before Mr, Jus- 
tlee Walsh, FE. B. Cogswell and 8, B. 
Woods, K.C., appeared on behalf of 
the prosecution and H. i, Robertson 
for the defendant. The accused when 
arraigned pleaded not guilty. 

The case as presented in brief to the 
jury by Mr, Woods for the prosecu- 
uon, showed that Carrothers was the 
eer partner in the Alberta 
chool Supply Co., doing busi.wess tn 
Edmonton in 1916-17. Part of the 
business was dealing in school deben- 
tures, In 1916 the defendant made 
application to the Union bank for a 
line of credit to the extent of $20,000, 
on the representation that he had 
bona fide school debentures, and on 
this understanding he secured the line 
of credit. It afterwards appeared 
that the debentures had no validity, 
and the crown will endeavor to show 
that in securing debentures from 
school districts the accused adopted the 
plan of finding some technical fault 
with the first debenture iseued by the 
school district, securing a second oné, 
did not destroy the first and placed 
the invalid one as security in the bank. 

Sidney B. Hepburn, secretary- 
treasurer of the Acadia schoo! district, 
was called as witness and gave evid- 
ence to the effect that two debentur 
forme had been made out by the 
school district, both of which the ac- 
cused retained, and one of which was 
evidently of no value. They asked 
the accused to have the first one de- 
stroyed ae he claimed it had some 
technical error in it when first made 
out and upon this one, they found

SPEAKS TO CLUB 
ON CANADIAN 
CITIZENSHIP 


Prof. W. F. Osborne Delivers an 
Able Address at Canadian 
Club Luncheon

An eloquent address was deilvered 
before the Canadian Club at noon on 
Wednesday by Prof. W. F. Osborne, 
of Manitoba University, on Canadian 
citizenship with especial reference to 
one development of the youth of Can- 
ada, 

Prof. Osborne did not mince mat- 
ters in connection with the standard of 
text books in public echools of Canada. 
What was needed, he said, was a great 
stimulating effect to introduce into the 
readers the best literature of the 
world, not merely from the English, 
but from other nations. That was lack- 
ing in the school text books of the Do- 
minion today. A corps of competent 
assitants might well be brought into 
existence to deal with that matter, he 
sald. 

“The school books of Canada are of 
an indiffqrent character and mediocre, 
and the mmonplace is a crime," de- 
clared the speaker.

Flu Still With Us | 
ve ——> 


Tt was fervently hoped and con- 
midently expected that soon after 
he ‘flu epidemic had passed its 
imax it would gradually and 
ompletely disappear. Unfortu- 
ately matters are not turning out 
that way. The epidemic shows 
Imost universal signs of reeur- 
ence, if not in all cases with its 
riginal virulence, at least with a 
verity that is a serious menace 
the safety and welfare of the 
eople. In some cases the second 
utbreak is quite as general and 
vere as the first. 

The hope that after the crisis 
ad passed matters relating to 
ublic health would become nor- 
hal and that precautions might 
e relaxed has proved illusory. 
he epidemic is a n.ystery as to its 
auses and not less as to its con- 
nuance. But there is no mys- 
ry about the havoc it has 
yrought or as to the necessity for 
reventive and remedial measures 
eing continued until it has. final- 
y disappeared, 
From all parts of the world 
ome reports of its recurrence and 
f the resumption of precaution- 
ry measures. At many points in 
1e districts surrounding this city 
ne epidemie js still raging, and 


etween these districts and the 
ity they constitute a standing 
henace to héalth and 
ere, no matter how clear the 
ity itself may be at any given 
me. 

Edmonton suffered severely 
rom the first outbreak. Its viru- 
»nee was unexpected. The suf- 
prers, the community at large, 
ne medical fraternity and the 
uthorities were taken by sur- 
rise. There was a most remark- 
ble demonstration of mutual help 
nd self-sacrifice on the part of 
ur people. But many lives were 
pst owing to the elements of sur- 
rise in the attack and of unpre- 
aredness in the defence. 

It is possible to deal with the 
ontinuance or recurrence much 
ore efficiently than was possible 
n the first attack. Then there 
as a tendency to fight the dis- 
ase by denying its existence and 
y failing to take precautionary 
easures. The gravity of the 
pidemic has been so thoroughly 
emonstrated since then, and as 
ell the need of effective precau- 
jons and treatment, that there 
hould be little or no difficulty in 
ecuring accurate knowledge from 
ay to day as to whether it is on 
lhe increase or the decrease, 
nowledge of the facts is the 
oundation of any successful fight 
gainst disease. The health au- 
orities should rigidly insist that 
ll the cases be promptly report- 
d and that quarantine and disin- 


ection requirements should be 
bserved. Hospital facilities 
hould be available, adequately 


nd promptly and should be of a 
haracter that would leave no 
uestion that patients treated had 
jl the chance that care and skill 
ould give them. 

There should be no repetition 
f the condition which preyailed 
hen the epidemic was in its se- 
ere stages and hotel guests were 
eated in the hotels because there 
was not room for them at the 
jospitals, The contagious charac- 
er of the disease demands that if 
nd when a hotel guest becomes 
ffected he should be removed ta 
hospital for treatment and the 
otel be thereby relieved from be- 
ng a point of infection, The ho- 
els of a city are an important 
art of its complex life, The peo- 
le who come to the city to do 
usiness must use the hotels. If 
he hotels are not kept free from 
ontagious diseases these people 
‘ill wish to avoid the eity. As 
eople out of whom the city ex- 
ects to make its money, they 


s there must be communication | 


welfare | 
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should have every protection that 
can be given them. And this they 
ean only have if contagious cases 
are promptly removed for treat- 
ment elsewhere. 

The ‘flu is a disease of mystery. 
But with the experience that this 
city has had some part or parts 
of the mystery should surely be 
solved. Whenever the symptoms 
appear the best thing to do is to 
consult a physician and follow his 
ditection. But unfortunately the 
symptoms are in large measure in- 
definite and vary very greatly. 
The greater part of the population 
resides outside the cities and 
towns, while the physicians reside 
in them. Consequently it is not 
possible for everyone to ‘‘Call in 
the doctor.’’ No doubt many 
lives have been lost because the 
need of care—or what constituted 
proper care—was not understood. 
The latest and most authentic in- 
formation in regard to the disease 
should be spread as widely as 
possible. The London College of
